Abstract: The Departnent of the Interior (DA) is responsible for
matters relevant to mneral resource devel opment on Federal and Indian
Lands and the Quter Continental Shelf (OCS). The Secretary of the
Interior (Secretary) is responsible for nanaging the production of
mnerals from Federal and Indian Lands and the OCS; for collecting
royalties from | essess who produce minerals; and for distributing the
funds collected in accordance with applicable laws. The Secretary also
has an Indian trust responsibility to nanage Indian |ands and seek
advice and information from Indian beneficiaries. W performthe
royal ty nanagenent functions and assist the Secretary in carrying out
DO ’'s Indian trust responsibility.

Wien a conpany or an individual enters into a contract or |ease to
devel op, mine, and dispose of Federal or Indian mnerals, that conpany
or individual (the respondent) agrees to pay the appropriate royalty
due based upon gross proceeds received from the sale of production from
the | eased lands. Royalty rates are specified in the |ease agreement.

Specific |ease |anguage varies; however, respondents agree by the
| ease ternms to furnish statenents providing the details of all
operations conducted on a lease and the quantity and quality of all
production from the |ease at such times and in such form as the
Secretary may prescribe. Rules require respondents to provide accurate,
conplete, and tinely reports for all minerals produced, in the manner
and form prescribed by MM in 30 CFR 210 Subpart E and 216.21. In
January 1999, we introduced the Production and Royalty Report, Form
MVS- 4430, to collect the required information from respondents
participating in the solid mnerals operational nodel. Because of the
success of this streamined reporting nethod, we are proposing to
expand the use of this report to all solid mineral operators.

Submi ssion of this information collection will be nandatory.
Proprietary information that is submitted is protected, and there are
no questions of a sensitive nature included in this information
col l ection.

Frequency: Monthly.

Esti mated Number and Description of Respondents: 290 solid mneral
operators

Esti mated Annual Reporting and Recordkeeping “Hour” Burden: 1
hour.

Esti mated Annual Reporting and Recordkeeping “Non-hour Cost”
Burden: n/a.

Conmments: The Paperwork Reduction Act, 44 U S.C. 3506(c)(2)(A),
requi res each agency “to provide notice * * * and otherw se consult
with nenbers of the public and affected agencies concerning each
proposed collection of information * * *” Agencies nust specifically
solicit comments to: (a) Evaluate whether the proposed collection of
information is necessary for the agency to performits duties,

i ncluding whether the information is useful; (b) evaluate the accuracy
of the agency’s estimate of the burden of the proposed collection of
information; (c) enhance the quality, usefulness, and clarity of the
information to be collected; and (d) minimze the burden on the
respondents, including the use of automated collection techniques or
other forms of information technol ogy.

The PRA also require agencies to estimate the total annual
reporting “non-hour cost” burden to respondents or recordkeepers
resulting from the collection of information. W have not identified
non—hour cost burdens and need to know if there are other costs
associated with the collection of this information for either total
capital and startup cost conponents or annual operation, maintenance,
and purchase of service conponents. Your estinates should consider the
costs to generate, nmmintain, and disclose or provide the infornmation.
you shoul d describe the nethods you use to estimate major costs
factors, including system and technol ogy acquisition, expected useful
life of capital equipnment, discount rate(s), and the period over which
you incur costs. Capital and startup costs include, anong other itens,
conputers and software you purchase to prepare for collecting
information;, nonitoring, sanpling, drilling, and testing equipnent; and
record storage facilities.

Your estimates should not include equipnent or services purchased:



(i) Before COctober 1, 1995; (ii) to conply with requirenents not
associated with the information collection; (iii) for reasons other
than to provide information or keep records for the Government; or (iv)
as part of customary and usual business or private practices.

The Paperwork Reduction Act of 1995 provides that an agency shall
not conduct or sponsor, and a person is not required to respond to, a
collection of information unless it displays a currently valid OB
Control Nunber.
